The accusation of raising the race 
ery is one that is frequently made in 
the politics of Easterm Canada.

anything else enabled him to retain 
power for so long. It is not strange 
then that while the conservative press 
of Ontario raises the anti-French cry 
against the government of Sir Wil- 
frid Leur‘er, ‘he conservative press of 


Quebec ehould appeal to French jeal- 
ousy of ancient rights, privileges and 
prestige against that government al- 
so. Inasmuch as it is the principle and 
policy of Sir Wilfrid Laurier to unite 
Canadians, just as it was the ‘policy 
of Sir Jobn Macdonald to divide them, 
that policy must always be open to 
attack by extremists of both sides. The 
following extract from a recent issue 
of Le Journal, the French conserva- 
tive daily of Montreal, will show. the 
character of the present conservative 
camplizy im that proviace: 
Monireal, Oct. 31.—Le Journal, a 
French couservutive organ here, says 
that Mr. Monk, leader for this pro- 
ince, spoke the truth when he declared 
at the club Morin that Quebec had 
lost a great deal of its influence since 
Sir -Wilfrid Laurier became premier. 
It says it was through Sir Wilfrid's re- 
fusal to accept the remedial school bill 
that the French-Canadians of Mani- 
toba are ctill pariahs before the Jaw. 
As a further proof of loss of influence 
it points out that French-Canadians 
while numbering 2,000,000, or more 
than a third of the population, have 
only three ministers out of fourteen, 
and that Mr. Geoffrion, a French-Can- 
adian, was replaced by Mr. James 
Sutherland, of Ontario. French-Cana- 
dian influence in the senate was lower- 
ed by one-half hy Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
What good reason was there for  re- 
placing Mr. Arsenault by Mr. Yeo, an 
Engliehm:n. ; 
It further complains of the subordin- 
ate place assigned to French officials 
on the Intercolonial and adds; “What 
Mr. Monk said at the club is the truth 
and we congratulate him for having 
the firmness to re-affirmit. As to the 
tendencies of the two parties, history 
is there to prove that since confeder- 
ation all thet the Catholics and the 
French in this country have lost was 
taken from them y the liberal party 
and that their rights and privileges 
have been defended by the conserva- 


tive pazty.°”

THE FIGHT AT BETHEL. 

Pretoria, Nov. 3.—The batile in the 
neighborhood of Bethel, in) which Col. 
G. Benson was killed, was one of the 
stiffest of the smaller fights of the 
war. Commindant General Botha eud- 
denly concentrated a thouzand Boers 
to catch Col. Benson, who had been do- 
ing magnificent work. Under Botha's 
personal command the Boers charged 
the British rear guard. Col. Benson 
went back in order to direct the de- 
fence, when he was mortally wounded. 
When he was carried in'‘he gave the 
command to Col. Sampson, who con- 
tinued the defence skilfully and heroi- 
cally. Under a heavy fire the convoy 
was taken behind the cover of a hill, 
while the British were deployed in a 
firing line arovad the hill. The ‘Boers 
galloped up under cover of a terrific 
rainstorm, which drove in the faces of 
the British Col. Sampson refused to 
surrender, 2ad the Boers then attack- 
ed bravely, but were always repulsed. 
They tben dug trenches with the inten- 
tion of sapping up to the 
British lines, the distance be- 
tween the combatants being only five 
hundred yards. Two guns which the 
Boers had captured at the beginning 
of the fight lay between them and the 
British in the zone of fire, and the 
burghers could not take them away. 

The Boers made desperate efforts io 
overwhelm the whole British force, 
charging repeatedly right up to the 
British lines and beivg driven back 
each time with heavy loss. The de- 
fence was stubbornly and successfully 
maintained through the whole of the 
following dayand succeeding night, 
until Colonel Barter, who had march- 
ed all night from Bushman’s Kop, 
biought relief in the morning of Nov. }, 
The oers then retired. 

Colonel Benson did pot long survive. 

Not only did General Botha direci 
the atiack, as already cabled, but he 
personally shared in the. fighting. 

The heavy casuaities of the Briiish 
were compensated for by the heavier 
losses of the Boers, which are estimat- 
ed to have numbered between three 
und four hundred. .

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OATS ARE UP. 

The oat market has taken a sur- 
prising jump since the government 
contract was closed. Before that the 
top price was 23c. But Friday up to 
28 was paid im Strathcora and on 
Saturday 26c, while the Brackman-Ker 
company advertise 25c, a cent above. 
the price of the government contract. 
How long the bulge will last it is im- 
possible to say, but it would seem to 
be wisdom on the part of the farmers 
to rush out their oats at these prices. 
So far as cam ‘%e learued from the 
market reports there is nothing in the 
way either of scarcity or greater de- 
mand elsewbere to justify the sudden 


rise in price. It therefore cannot be 
expected to last long. Unless ali cal- 
culations are far out the government 
contract will only make a small hole 
in Albert.’s oat crop of this year, there- 
fore it would he well for the farmers 
to nail a good share of the high prices 
while they last. They wiil still have 
oats to sell later on. If prices rise 
still further they wil’ get them, and 
if they go down they will have saved 
the Joss. Every ushel of oats sold 
now will help the price next spring. 
The cause of the sudden rise has been 
canvassed eagerly on the street, but 
it appears to be one of the things that 
“no fellow can find out.” Two weeks 
ago oats were going begging, end 
feed oats were bought at 19c. Now 
Winnipeg buyers are quoting high fig- 
ures for Edmonton oits, although the 
only change in the world’s market has 
been downward rather than upward. 
There is a strong suspicion that it is an 
effort on the part of the big Manitoba 
grain combine to prevent the govern-

The 
hope may be that by puiting the price 
up the farmer will be encouraged to 
hold, unti! it is coo late to sell. Of 
course if th’s government contract is 
not filled there will be no chance of a 
like attempt to help out the farmers 
being made again, and the combine 
will have everything their own way for 
the future. For the present, it is for 
the farmer to get the highest price he 
can for his crop. It is nots safe to 
hold large quantities for a further rise. 
Whatever quantity the farmer de- 
sires to sell he had betier sell before 
the government contract is declared
